The Examiner in charge of the present application is the same Examiner who 
examined and found acceptable the parent application issuing as the 758 patent. 

Each of the points raised by the Examiner in the outstanding Official Action has 
been duly noted. In this regard, the Amendment filed April 30, 2004 clearly specifies 
SEQ. ID. NO. 14 for Figures 6a to 6e. Please see page 2 of the Amendment as well as 
page 5 thereof. Page 8 provides the sequence identifiers SEQ. NO. 4 and SEQ. NO. 1 
and further sequences are added at pages 9, 10 and 1 1 of the Amendment. 

In addition, the amendments to the sequence listing as shown by the double 
brackets on page 1 2 of the Amendment which contains the underlined identifier no. 1 0. 
Thus, the sequence listing is specified with respect to the required sequence identifier 
and the double brackets exclude the material removed while the underlined portion adds 
it back in. Thus, the entirety of the amendment provided provides the necessary 
sequence identifier. 

In view of the above, it is evident that the previously submitted amendments to 
the specification clearly comply with the requirements as set forth in the outstanding 
Official Action and as has been accepted in the parent application which issued as U.S. 
Patent 6,733,758. Accordingly, it is most respectfully requested that this rejection be 
withdrawn. 
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
